The store pur¬ 
chased by John Kennedy in 
1964 that for years dispensed 
medications to many 
Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dents has been leased, she 
believes to a couple who plan 
to turn it into a deli and bak¬ 
ery. 

Kennedy’s, which at about 
one-third of its original size 
has in recent years sold most¬ 
ly souvenirs, cards and ice 
cream—will close. 

Hunter has spent her last 
week arranging for the dis¬ 
posal of merchandise, after 
years of ordering it in. 

She wasn’t sure when her 
last day would be, but was 
assuming it would be soon— 
the tenants were beginning 
their renovations Tuesday.

Waiting game continues almost four years after process began 


> Chairman of 
environmental 
review has sent 
recommendations 
to the Ministry. 


The long wait is far from 
over, but Queenston resi¬ 
dents have received a sign 
that the extensive delay 


made to an environmental 
tribunal chairman hearing 
an appeal of a Niagara 
Escarpment Commission 
decision to allow Whirlpool 
Jets a new building at the 
Queenston sand dock, one 
more than double the size of 
the original. 

Following the wrap-up of 
arguments last April, a tele¬ 
phone conference call was 
held in June to look at some 
documents obtained by the 
counsel for the Queenston 
Residents Association that

since then, nothing more 
had been heard on the issue, 
says QRA president Jim 
Armstrong—until last week. 

Residents have learned 
that Robert Wright, chair¬ 
man of the review that 
became the longest in the 
history of the tribunal at 
almost 30 days spread over 
more than a year, has sub¬ 
mitted his decision in the 
form of a recommendation 
to the Minister of Natural 
Resources. 

Although his recommen¬ 
dation will remain unknown 
for a time—possibly several 
months—until the minister 
releases his decision—the 
news bodes well for the 
QRA, says Armstrong.

maintains will lead to an 
expansion of the business. 

"The chairman told us at 
the end of the hearing— ‘if 
you hear within a week, then 
the appeal has been turned 
back, if you hear nothing 
then I will be writing a 
report.’ The fact that he was 
writing a report means he 
doesn't agree with the deci¬ 
sion of the Niagara 
Escarpment in some respect. 


We just don't know to what 
degree,” says Armstrong. 

“It could be he has recom¬ 
mended a broader environ¬ 
mental assessment, he could 
be commenting on the size 
of the building, or he may 
even have decided the land 
use is illegal.” 

But the chairman’s dis¬ 
agreement with the decision 
must be of some substance, 
said Armstrong, otherwise 
he wouldn’t be bothering the 
minister with a report. 

The minister can agree 
with the recommendation, 
says Armstrong, he can 
modify it or do nothing at all, 
which would mean he 
accepts the decision of the 
Niagara Escarpment 

Commission. 

"Who knows what will 



Or how long it will take. 

"I would presume the 
minister would look at it 
seriously. As the longest tri¬ 
bunal in the ministry history, 
it was not an insignificant 
case. I don’t think it will be a 


recommendation the minis¬ 
ter can just ignore. He will be 
looking at a well-thought out 
decision that will be back- 
stopped with law.” 

As a businessman unable 
to plan for the coming sea¬ 
son, John Kinney of 
Whirlpool Jetboats says the 
delay has been “extremely 
frustrating.” 

The process to enlarge and 
improve his building began 
in the spring of2007, he says. 

The resources that have 
been spent on the review in 
time and money, by town 
staff, the NEC, the region, the 
Niagara Peninsula Authority 
and the Ministry of Fisheries 
and Oceans have been 
“ungodly," Kinney says. 

"When a municipal 
process is well into its fifth 
year, I would say it’s flawed, 
regardless of the decision.” 

Now, as both sides contin¬ 
ue to play the waiting game, 
Armstrong says of the appeal 
launched by residents, "we 
hope we have achieved 
something that will be 
meaningful.”

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Council backs bill to help remove barriers to grandparents’ rights

MPP Kim Craitor has the 
backing of town councillors 
as he presses forward with 
his commitment to extend 
the rights of grandparents to 
maintain ties with the 
grandchildren. 

Craitor first asked for sup¬ 
port of his private member’s 
bill in December, but 
Councillor Jamie King, fresh 
from a fall election that 


handed him his first term on 
council, had some hesita¬ 
tion about wading in on an 
issue that didn’t seem to 
have much to do with 
municipal council. The 
request was deferred, and 
when it came back to NOTL 
councillors last week. King 
said he had talked to the 
MPP, had a better under¬ 
standing of the issue and 
had no trouble supporting a 
bill that Craitor has been 
working on for four years. 

Craitor explained that 


politicians are often asked to 
help a constituent, whether 
or not the problem falls 
within their jurisdicdon,and 
BCing said he was gratefid for 
the insight. 

The bill asks that parents 
and others with custody of 
children be prevented from 
placing obstacles to rela¬ 
tionships between grand 
parents and their grandchil 
dren. It talks of the impor 
tance of maintaining emo 
tional ties and the need to 
encourage contact whenev¬ 


er it’s in the best interest of 
the child. 

King says in addition to 
his reservation about a 
municipal representative 
weighing in on provincial 
issues, he was concerned 
that the bill might be an 
infringement of parents' 

But Craitor explained the 
bill was careful to ensure 
that a child’s best interest 
would always come first— 
that a judge would not force 
i relationship with a grand¬

parent if it were not in the 
best interest of the child. 

King said he was also con¬ 
cerned with the process— 
that council was asked to 
support the bill without any 
time to look into the issue. 
He wanted time to do some 
research, and was grateful 
that he was afforded that 
opportunity. 

“We should be able to take 
some time to examine 
something as important as 
this, before being asked for 
our support. It also gives the 


public a chance to contact 
us if they have some con¬ 
cerns,” he said. 

“But in this case, it had 
been brought forward as a 
resolution to be passed that 
evening. I wasn't comfort¬ 
able with that.” 

Council voted unani¬ 
mously last week to notify 
the province and the region 
that they support Craitor’s 
bill, which has passed sec¬ 
ond reading in the legisla¬ 
ture and is now the subject 
of further research.

Taking ‘poor’ from Academy 
isn’t reducing opposition 


T rustees of the District School 
Board of Niagara will meet this 
Tuesday, and before them is a 
motion from Niagara-on-the-Lake 
trustee Jonathan Fast to rescind their 
approval of the DSBN Academy. 

The board has taken the income fac¬ 
tor out of the requirements for the 
school, which is aimed at helping a 
select few students, bused from their 
home communities, to post-secondary 
education. 

Now, we’re told, the requirements are 
that students be motivated and their 
parents not have gone past high school. 
Many parents find that discriminating 
and insulting. 

And it doesn't change the fact that 
board resources are being spent to seg¬ 
regate some students, rather than 


spreading those resources across all 
high schools to give every student an 
improved opportunity to the benefits of 
post-secondary education. 

The opposition to this academy and 
the criticism that has reached far 
beyond the boundaries of the DSBN are 
quite staggering. And that's for a simple 
reason—it is a concept that is not 
backed by statistics, that will be expen¬ 
sive to operate and will benefit only a 
few students, at a time when there are 
students needing help for so many 
other reasons than their parents’ educa¬ 
tion history. 

It’s a silly idea, and one the school 
board cannot afford. We hope they take 
a serious second look at what they're 
planning when the topic of the academy 
comes up for discussion Tuesday.

Hydro bill 
down from 2002 

The article on George 
Lepp and Tim Hudak, and 
your accompany editorial 
(Niagara Advance, Jan. 27) 
about soaring hydro costs 
under the McGuinty gov¬ 
ernment got me quite con¬ 
cerned. “Under the 
McGuinty watch,” he said, 
“Hydro rates have increased 
by 75 per cent.”

Being curious I checked 
our old flies.

$144.80 for 1123kWh of 
electricity (12.9 cents/kWh). 
Our bill for January, 2011 
just came in and we paid 
$152.95 for 1250 kWh (12.2 
cents/kWh). 

That is actually slightly 
cheaper, even including the 
HST.

school mates since they 
were about 12 or 13, in 
Finchley, a district in North 
London. That was 80 years 
ago—Fred is now 92, Olive 

“I didn’t know I was mar¬ 
rying an older woman until 
we got married,” said Fred. 

“The subject never came 
up.” 

Fred, a smart-looking, 
clean-living army man—”if 
I do say so myself,” he jokes, 
was taken by the very pretty 
young woman and skillful 
dancer who had been a 
good friend. Once the sol¬ 
dier knew he was about to 
go overseas, he asked Olive 
to marry him before he 
left—if he didn’t return, she 
would receive a good pen¬ 
sion, he said. 

She agreed, they got mar¬ 
ried, and the next day he 
was shipped overseas. 

“I showed up at her 
doorstep and knocked at 7 
o’clock one morning four 
years later, “ he said. 

He had intended to leave 
the army, but he had trou¬ 
ble settling after the years of 
moving around. Together 
they decided he would 
make a career out of the 
army, which he did, for 25 
years. During that time, he 
said, they travelled to more 


than 40 countries—Jamaica, 
Italy, the middle East, North 
Africa, East Africa and 
Somalia are just few—and 
lived in several, where Olive 
often had help with running 
a household and raising 
their one daughter, 
Elizabeth, who was born in 
1946. 

Fred had specialized dur¬ 
ing the war in public health, 
and rose to become the 
chief public health officer 
when he retired in 1961.

February is Black 
History Month, a time to 
recognize and pay tribute 
to the legacy of Black 
Canadians. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
has a rich black history. It 
is well known that in 1793 



the Upper Canada legisla¬ 
ture, located in Niagara at 
the time, passed an act 
allowing all slaves entering 
the province to be free and 
children born of slaves be 
free at the age of 25. 

One significant individ¬ 
ual in our history is 
William Riley who arrived 
in Niagara in 1802. Riley 
was an escaped slave from 
Fredericksburg, Virginia 
who, in 1819, bought the 
one acre town lot 276 from 
William Dickson for 50

pounds. This purchase 
made Riley the third black 
man to own property in 
the village. 

The property was locat¬ 
ed at the corner of Mary 
and Victoria Streets in the 
town of Niagara’s

Streets of Old Town. 

Riley built a log house 
that same year which can 
be seen in the sketch 
which was done 
in the 1880s.
